I'rovitiee. lie t-ixid it was 
evident that the lit lie .suijport the llrits re- 
ceived from I'li'ilish ('oliinibia niiule tlieiii 
desirous of feilueiii'^ tile representation lo 
wliicli lli-itiuli t^ilir.nliia was justly eiitilled.

London, June 15. — The ollicial reports on 
tbe Russian crops state that, us to the crops 
of the Gpntral provinces and Poland, an 
average crop is expeotod. In Caucasia the 
prospeots are better thad last year, ,but in 
Trans Caucasia the crops have been entirely 
destroyed by locusts. In the groat wheat 
producing Southern provinces it is impos- 
sible to hope for much, owing to the ravages 
of tho worm and the field mice. 

The Standard's St. Peteraburgh corrc- 
s]iondent telegraphs that the general out- 
look ia very nuudi worse than that of hist 
year, when, only at the end of Hummer, was 
the harvest declared to have failed in eev- 
eral provinces, 'J'hc failure in the Caucasias, 
whoso stores undoubtedly saved tho situ- 
ation last autumn, cannot be viewed with- 
out apprehension, coupled with the fact that 
whereas at tho commencement of tho hist 
famine there was a certain atock cf groin on 
hand, there is now none at all.

William O'Brien - Spealts at Cork 
-The Irish Eaucation Bill in 
the Commons. - 



London, Juno 15. — Tho Kational League 
of llieat llritaiii (Parnollite) bus issued an 
address to the Irishmen iu America, which 
says, " In view of the fact that Mr. llcd- 
inoud ia among you, we, your fellow exiles, 
appeal for your aid and sympathy, which 
will do much to restore tho solidity and in- 
lluenco which the p'arty held under Mr. 
Piirnell's leadership, without which Homo 
Iliile will be posliioiicd iiidelinitely. The 
refusal of -Mr. Han ingtoii's terms will lead 
to a repetition of the contests in Kilkenny 
und Cork, and will result in a loss for the 
Ghulsloniiina in Unghuid, and will rcdueo 
Mr. Gladstone's chances of producing an ef- 
fective bill." 

DUDLIN, June 16. — Mr. John Dillon made 
a speech yesterday. He said that the Pur- 
noliltes were boasting bedauso the anti- 
Parnellites were short of funds, but that 
shortnW was duo to their liberality to 
eviutcd tenants, for out of twenty thousand 
pounds collected, seventeen thousaud pounds 
iiiid been given to evicted tenants. Thoanti- 
Parnellites, he added, had done everything 
to restore unity, bnt the Parnellites had re- 
jected all oilers, and now the buttlo must be 
tought out. 

At the Traleo meeting, Sunday, about 
000 persons were [iresent. Tliere were loud 
Hhouts against Mr. Harrington and Mr. 
Kcdmond, and cries of "Hlackguarda," 
"Ireland's enemies" and "traitors." The 
Parnellites raised counter-shouts, and began 
ehoering for Parnell. Two tights on the 
platform were the signal for a giMieral row. 
Men were thrown to tho ground and tram- 
pled on, coats were torn from the backs of 
those tiying to escape from the light, and 
blows were levelled rigl-.t and left without 
care as to whom they struck. Those on 
the outskirts pressed in toward tho plat 
form, until all were so tiulitly packed that 
even the most peaoealjly inclined ones had 
to join in the light in self-defence. Tlie 
band, which began playing early iu the 
disturbiince to drown the disorder, was com- 
pletely wrecked. A party of Anti-Parnell 
attacked tho members with clulj.s,and knock 
ed down five of them, and put the re.t to 
flight,c'aptured all the instruments, and 3 ta'.np- 
ed them to pieces. When Mr. Harrington 
stepped down from the platform, to help 
pacify the combatants, he was struck on tho 
shoulder with a stone, and received on the 
back a blow with a heavy stick. He re- 
turned, to. the platform. After the fight 
bad-lasted ::aboutvten minutes, an extra 
force of constables arrived,, and they broke 
through' 'vthdv'orowd, olubbing;' tho partici- 
pante,and beating the leaders 'into tenipor- 
"airy submission. ■ The" wounded were then 
carried away, . and tho meeting became 
■quiet enough for the speakers to proceed. 
About 20 men were severely injured in tho 
riot. Kighteen had bones broken and sev- 
eral were injured internally by being 
trampled hy tlie crowd. Seven are said to 
be in a critical condition. About 100 men 
Mere more or less seriously injured. Half 
of the persons present had their olothea 
torn or were scratched or bruised, 

Dfr.i.tN, June 15. — \Vir.. O'Brien, M.P,, 
spoke at Cork j'esterday. He eaid that the 
proposals for an ariiiistioc oflercil by Mr, 
Harrington were not intended to bo uc 
cepted. They were merely intended for 
consumpt ion in America. It was less im 
portant, he said, to avoid petty squabbles 
than allow Ireland to speak with no uncer 
tain voice. This ia regarded us an indica 
tion that the anti-ParnoUitea will make no 
concession, and will go into the general 
oleidion snparntely and without rpgnrd for 
the P.irnellites. 

LoNi>o.N, June 15. — In the House of Com- 
mons to-day tho Irish ICdncation Bill was 
under discussion. Mr. Balfour accepted all 
tho Amendments offered by Mr. Sexton, of 
Holfttst. Qn tho subject of public aid to 
the schools managed by the Christian 
Urothers, the (iovernment consented to a 
eoniproniiso whereby the schools in ques- 
tion should be enabled to receive state sub- 
sidies, Tho Irish members thereupoii with- 
drew their opposition to the bill and it will 
doubtless pass. The compromise is certain 
to arouse vehement criticism in certain 
quarters that strongly o]ipose slate aid to 
any scimols m lu iged by religious bodies 
In their manifesto to tiie Irish electors of 
(Ireat Ibit.iin tlu^ Irish National League of 
Cjrcat l-!ritain,tlie Irish Parnellites, complain 
that their idlers of a truce have been 
rejected and they predict that years will 
p.i!-H wit hoiit the achievement of llonie Rule 
for Irel.iiid. They declare that the anti- 
P-iniidlites are torn by dii-sension. .Some 
w ill lu sert to the coinmoii eiieiny and others 
will llee t he eounlrj' in disgrace when tho 
[leoplr. realize that the betrayers of Pariieli 
.'lave deci ived th. ni. Then the Parnellites 
ivili form the iiueleua of a new army to rally 
and save tho nation.

GUELPII AGITATION. 

Arrest of IHfluy Fersoiu Indicted for High 
Treason. 

BERLIX,Junel4.— Ilerr TessendorfT, chief 
prosecutor for tho German Empire at Leip- 
sio, has caused 10 members of the Guelph 
societies of Hanover to be indicted for high 

trea.son, and moat of the accused have been 
arrested. This has caused great eonateriia- 
tion in Hanover, as showing a determina- 
tion to put an end to the agitation for tho 
indepeiidencii of Hanover anil the restora- 
tion of the Hanoverian royal family. Xot- 
witliataniling the statement arrived at be- 
tween tho Prussian moimrohy anil the Duke 
of Cumberland, the Guelpli agitation is 
eirried on us strongly as ever, and the. 
leaders of tbo movement luivu grown even' 
holder in t he avowal of their uitiis. It is 
reported that some of thetii have gone so far 
as to intimate to Fraifco that in Ihn event 
of war with Germany aid iniHht be looked 
for from the Hanoverians, and that tho 
treasonable correapoiidcnce Ima ulso been 
carried on with Russia vyhile tho Guelph 
agitation is carried on nominally under 
cover of the constitution. It is said the 
authorities have ample evidence to sustain 
the charge of treason. 



BALFOUR'S DELIVERANCE.

London, Juno 15. — The unnuul dinner of 
tho National Union of Conservative Asao- 
ciationa was held this evening. Exceptional 
interest attached to the occasioD because 
Rt. Hon. Mr. Balfour was the guest of tho 
evening and the general expectation was 
that he would sound the notes of the elec- 
tion Cimpaio^n, which will begin three weeks 
honcc. Five hundred covers were laid 
and every place was filled. Tbe 
gidlcry was crowded with 500 spec- 
tators, representing all shades of political 
opinion, although the Conservatives pre- 
dominated. Among those near the head of 
the principal table wero the Irish Chancel- 
lor, Stuart Wortley, 'Viscount Einlyn .and 
conspicuous Conservatives from both 
Houses. The Health of Mr. Balfour was 
proposed by Stuart Wortley. The First 
Lord of tho Treasury in reply spoke in part 
as follows : 

As a critical period in the consideration 
of the Irish question has been reached it 
would be interesting to pause and compare 
tho attitudes of the two great parties. The 
Gladstonions were applying for situations, 
but th^ showed the people no testimohials 
»s to oharaoter. They were backward about ' 
citing their-performances of.. 18S0 and 1885 
and did not like to - dwell upon the strange 
alliance which had governed their policy for 
tho last six years, and had brought 
down the Liberals to a degradation 
whici: thoy hud never endured before. 
Tliey had not referred to the fact that their 
past muddle of affairs had allowed the ad- 
vocacy of crime tio as to carry out a certain 
policy. Homo Rule was tbe firsL item of 
.Mr. Gludstone'a policy, yet tiie members of 
tho party stood ready lo bury the whole 
question. To the Lnnd. ii (' .iiiity Council 
the leaders said : " (Jive ub llomi; Rule und 
we will give you something to make you 
popular !" In the matter of promises the 
Gludatonian loaders knew no sincer- 
ity. Concerning tho policy which 
would Boparato Irehmd from Eng- 
land, '.the recent utterances of Mr. 
Gladstone were excellent illustrations of 
his method of procedure.', . The. ' Buggestiou 
as to the reform of the corporation was true 
in the ab.stiact, but no person would be a 
[lenny better oil' for it. Mr. Balfour said 
he rejoiccfl that the present Government 
was pledged to doul with tho labor they 
employed on equitable principles. He pro- 
tested against the narrow viow which could 
make London take a vestry view 
of public nfTairs, The Conservatives - 
hud been pioneers in every branch 
of social reform. ' Tho quantity and 
ipiality of bheatatutea passed by Conserva- 
tive Governments in this brunch of legisla- 
tion far o.'cceedcd tho elTorts of their op- 
ponents; whilst Mr. (Uadstone had .spent 
session after session in barren statesman- 
ship, the (lovernmciit had been scoring 
largely, and bud benefitteil the working 
classes. As regards Ireland, Mr. Balfour 
said the (ioveriini'.nt had far exceeded all 
possible hopes. The local government hill 
had been .supported ir. principle, but it was 
well uiiderHlood that tliere was no clianceof 
Iiiissing it, except after protracted 
struggles. The bill had to hi? aliandoiied 
on account of tins opposition. Relief works 
would do more to ameliorate the condition 
of Ireland thun would twiiiily statutea. 
There weie arguments in favor of "one 
man, one vote," but Ireland would .'-ull'er in 
consequence of it. Laudlord.s and leni.nts 
in some districts of England were nearly 
ruined; but the laborer hail not sullered, 
and this was saving much for tlic cxistine 
1 mil .syatem. Of oourse, in a few days the 
country would give a decision oa all these 
questions. 

Would the people accept aparty prepared 
to wreck the interests of tbo Eanpire in 
foreign affairs or . a 'party, prepared to re- ' 
cognize the Empire's mighty; interesia in 
Africa and clBcwficre; 'There was no doubt 
that if tho country understood the issues 
they would give the Unionists for an inde- 
(inite future, tbo confidence lieatowed in tho 
pist. Tho mipjoi ily of Ids lieurors wero 
about to goto I heir constituencies, Mr, 
Balfour suiU, und if they used tbeir energies 
without stinii to make cloar tho issues, vic- 
tory would be assured.

AN ARTISTIC FAKE. 

The Urltlsh Columbia Dime Novel Published 
by tile ChuMgo lilade. 

Tho following artistic fake is cojded from 
tho Chicago lilade of June 11, and will be 
read with interest by liritish (,'oluuibians, 
especially old residents of Kllenwood am! 
I'.ogusburg : ".-Vfter a patient, weary 
search, extending over the Western conti- 
nent, and covering a period of nearly -10 
years," writes an Kllenwood, P. C. , cor- 
respondent, "(/'harles Harlcy, of Oswego, 
N. Y., a few days ago at this point ended a 
period in h's eventful life by arresting 
Allen Hartley, a cousin, chxrged with the 
murder of bis wife quite two score years 

"The man arrested is an old resident of 
this city, having lived here nearly I"J years. 
He served two terms as mayor, and has 
been successful in the accumulation of a 
comfortahle fortune. Four yours ago ho 
married a well-known lady of this placo. 
Hack of it is a story tinged with romance 
and sullied by a crime so remarkable in its 
details, that it furnishes a chapter in erim- 
history. 

"Allen Hartley is now an old man of 
nearly 70. When his locks were raven und 
his beard was young, lie married a charming 
young lady, the belle of the small interior 
town of Now York State, whero both re- 
sided, Charles Hartley, tho cousin, who, 
after such a lapse of years, caused the ar- 
rest of Allen, was an unsuccessful suitor. 
Thougli denied all hope by the marriage of 
his cousin with the girl he still loved, this 
iLune kept burning tnrougbtheyears,cattBing 
the tracking down and arrest of the wife- 
murderer. 

" J'hirty-uine years ago nest May, Allen 
Hartley bade his friends a hearty farewell, 
and at the s;une timo informing them he was 
going wo.st with his wife to seek his for- 
tune. No one Haw the couple leavo tho 
town, and finally niuriners of something 
wrong increased to open gossip. Charges 
of foul play were freely made, but there 
'iVere none to prove them, and at length 
iJiey died away. Wlien, later, the house in 
'vhich the Hartleys had lived was being ro- 
15;dred, and there was t'ounil in a cemented 
vault beneath it the skeleton of Agues Hart- 
]oy, the town went mad, hut the murderer 
was gone, and there was no trace. Charles 
Hartley sworo to hunt him ilown, if took a 
lifetime and his fortune. It required -10 
years of one and as many thousand dollars 
of tho other, but success has at last reward- 
ed tho long search."

■)i-y. Tlie Queen then invohcs tliu aid of 
I'lovidenco in the perfoi'iiiiincc of !ier du- 
ties, recognizes her position us a constitu- 
tional monarch, accepting tho will of the 
people as pronounced by them through the 
logisluture and the niinisters, mid continues: 
"1 shall firmly endeavor to preserve the 
autonomy and absolute independence of 
this Uingdom and to asdst in perpetuating 
the rights und privileges of all who aro sub- 
ject to our lav. s, and in promoting thoir 
welfare and happiness. 

"The treaty of eonimercial reciprocity be- 
tween this Kingdom and the United States, 
which httB hitherto proved so beneficial to 
both countries in buildinf; up tind maintain- 
ing a larger commerce and exchange of pro- 
duct ions, has been seriously alTected by 
tariff legislation mado by tho Congress of 
the United States, the effect of which, on 
our principal industry, is being eeveroly 
felt. I trust that such legislation as may 
tend to relieve the consc(|uent, depression 
will receive your early and ciii ' fnl attentinu. 

"I recoiiniiend the iiii|)oin: im'ol of a Hpi:c- 
i':d coimniasion to usceiliLiii the nuj-:L prac- 
tical manner of developing laid expanding 
tl'.e several industri.il and agricultural re- 
sources ot tlie Ivingdom, and more especially 
with a view to enable Email landholders to 
add to tlie wealLh and progress of the King- 
dom, by raising such products as the soil 
and climate of tlie country foster."

in this city, I have to say that there iiave 
only been tho two ca?es — those I referred to 
iu niy last letter to you. As already stated, 
the two cases wore of a very mild character, 
and the convalescents will be liberated at 
the end of this week.

HONEST DISSENT. 

In the debate on the Bediatribution Bill 
was seen, what is very unusual in Canada, 
supporters of the.Government opposing tho 
policy of the Government. Tho men who 

refused to follow their leader in this matter 
are not what are ualied "loose lish," men 
whose principles are la.\" and whoso allegi- 
ance to their party cannot bo depended 
upon. They arc, on the contrary, stftiinoh 
and consistent Conservatives. No act of 
their political lives -ever caused any 
one oven to suspect that either 
Mr. Dalton McCarthy or Colonel 
O'Brien had the sli;^btest leaning towards 
Liberalism. Vet bulli these gentlemen saw 
it to be their duty to oppose tlie Goveru- 
ment's Redistribution measure. 
The independent stand they took gave 
Voffence to many strong party men on the 
■ Goverunionl side, and some of them in the 
course of the debate, expresaod their feeling 
strongly and warmly. At the close of bia 
sxioech, Col. O'Brien juatifled the course ho 
took. In these days and in this country, 
when and where unquestioning obedience 
is expected of all parly men, what Col. 
O'Brien said ia well worthy of serious con- 
sideration. He said (wo quote from flini- 
■sard) : — 

"At the risk of incurring what I kno^^• 
by bitter experieuco is not very pleasing, al 
Ihe risk of that port of treatment which 
more than once I liave been nuule to feel in 
tliia House, I support this motion, because I 
bslieve it to be a right motion. 1 say that 
I am entirely free trom tho charge which 
was made by the hon. member from Cum- 
berland (Mr. Dickey) of having acted in a 
manner unbecoming my party allegiance, 
beoauBO at tho earliest possible opportunity 
I guvo tho leader of tho Administration dia- 
tinctly to understand that I should bo op- 
posed to this measure. I do not admit the 
doctrine laid down by the Minister of Kail- 
ways, by which it appears that tho gentle- 
men on the Treasury benohes expect abiiu- 
lu to and unswerving obedience to their be- 
hests, no matter what they may be. Tho 
bon. gentleman said it was bad' enough to 
be opposed by lion, gentlemen of the Op- 
position, but surely tiiey had a right to 
expect implicit obedience from hon. gen- 
tlemen on tlieir own side of the House. 
Now, air, if that ia tho doc- 
trine upheld by the hon. gentlemen 
on tho Treasury Ijcuohes, then I iim 
glad to liave this opportunity of cxpreaaing 
my entire dissent from it. I was elected as 
u free rcpreaeutativo of tlio people. I was 
not sent here, as I have board nnwiy hon. 
fontl'-nion nay they were sent here, to auj)- 
jHirt tho (Government ; 1 was sent hero to 
hiii)|)ort ft policy, tho policy whicb waa in 
question at tho tiino of n,y election, and I 
havo supported it in tliia House. Hut 1 waa 
not sent Ijere to support a measure, aud i 
am sure my ooustituonts will sustain mo in 
refusing to give assent to a measure, which 
I think they will agree with me in saying ia 



in every senao and every particular a bad 
ono. If my course in .this respect disen- 
titles me to the position of a'- supporter of 
the Government, I must humbly tuko the 
con8c([ueucea ; but tho moment that is in- 
timated to me, I shall then know what 
course it will be becoming for mo to take, 
having regard to my own dignity as a mem- 
ber of thia House, and having regard to tho 
interests of uiy constituents." 

This is both modest and manly,, and we 
are sure that the great majority of the elec- 
fcoraof the Dominion will approve what Col. 
O'Brien said as to the position and the doty 
of a representative of tho people and a mom- 
In r of a party. : • i ■ 

A PIONMER'S EXPERIMENT. 

Our Ottawa correspondent informs us that 

-Mr. Sanuiel Wilmot tukoa great credit to 
I'.imself for the new fishery regulations this 
yi>ar. Tho new regulations, as far aa the 
licenaea are concerned, are an iinpidvcment 
Oil those of laat year, but the credit for the 
hange is not duo to Mr. Wilmot but to the 
gentlemen who, in the face of many obsta- 
cles, worked bard and persoveringly to 
bring it about. The regulation which Mr. 
Wilmot plumes himself for having revived 
ia the ono with respect to the disposition of 
the oll'al. Ife, no doubt, rejoices that ho 
has been able to put the independent and 
outspoken canners to a great deal of incon- 
venience and expense to do what tho river 
an do, and has doiio for many years, most 
U'ectivcly and w ithout harm to tho salmon 
or injury to those who live on the river's 
banks. It ia not tho first time that a nmu 

" Drcat in a little brief autltority. 
Most ignorant of what he's most assured," 

baa played fantastic tricks, audit, no doubt, 
will not bo the hial. Mr. Wilmot has bis hour 
ot putty triumph now, but the time will couie 
when all intelligent men will see biiii in the 
light in which ho appeara to every man who 
bus liad any experience in salmon fishing in 
the Eraser and who knows anything about 
salmon in British Columbia. 

A gentleman of great intelligence and 
wide experience, one of the pioneers of the 
province, ridiculed the idea of tho coinpir- 
atively small quantity of ollal at tho mouth 
of the river being injurious to the salmon, 
If Mr. Wilmot, said . he, had been 
up some of tho tributaries of tho iVaaer 
in September he would havo seen dead 
salmon lying there three or four deep in the 
be ds of the streams. Ho would have found 
the stencil from their dcciiying bodies 
almost intolerable, yet in spite of this, tlie 
salmon pass on to the spawning ground uud 
return every year in immense uumbora to 
the same streams. If the immense num- 
bers of decoinpo.iing salmon in tliuao rivers 
do not sensibly diminish the numlior of tho 
lish that come up the river every year, 
what iuflucnoe'can tho offal which produces 
no perceptibleefTect have on salmon life? And 
tills mortality in the head waters of the 
river and its tributaries has been going on 
from time iuunemorial. The imnjense iium 
bers of dead salmon are not fi;und iu one or 
two tributaries of tlie river, but in all the 
streams whi'jh the lish fic(|Uont. So thick 
are the dead salmon at the bottom of these 
rivers,- that paling a canue up any of them 
is most unpleasant, as the polo must pi( rcc 
a stratum of dead fish before it gets to bard 
ground. 

The immeuEO volume of water iu the 
Krasor iind the rapidity of its ll )W must, it 
waa suggested, make the influence of tlie 
offal of the canneries — even admitting that 
it is not carried out to the Gulf before it 
has time to decompose — too insigniQcant to 
be worthy of conside'iMtion. Xt Valu liie 
river .soiiiotimes ri;:es to the height of sixty 
or teveiity feet. It is there about 100 fe-ut 
broad, and it runs at tho rate of six or 
aeven miles an hour. Any one who bus a 
turn for mathematics can calculate ho;v 
many millions of gallons pass a given 
point of that stream in a minute, and the 
proportion which the few tons of olYal 
thrown into the river from the canneries 
bears to tho whole volume of running 
^vatei. Ho will then see how preposterous 
Mr. Wilniot'a contentiou is that the decom- 
position of the offal is injurious to salmon 
passing up the river. 

As for the salmon being eo delicate a fish 
that it cannot live in impure or muddy 
water, our informant assures us that t,ho 
ealmon, both of the Franor in liritisli C.jUi la- 
bia and of the Tay and oilier rivers in Scot- 
lanil, wait for days and sometimes weeks 
until the water becomes turbid heforo they 
enter the rivers. The muddy water con- 
csals them from their enemies, and what the 
salmon seem most to care for in its journey 
up stream ia safety. This tho opaqueness 
of the water, to a certaiu extent, secures. 
Tho salmon chooses a clear stream to spawn 
in, but on its way to that clear stream it 
jirefers the concealment which a turbid 
river gives it. In this par tieiilar tho aal- 
nion is not by any means a "delicate" (i^h ; 
for if it had an antipathy lo impure or 
muddy water, it would never frequent tho 
Eraser river. The water at the mouth of 
that river is tho reverse of clear, and we 
havo seen that in tho salmon season tho 
waters of its tributaries are all tainted with 
the exhalations from the bodies of iinnionHe 
numbera of decomposing llsli. 

Mr. Wilmot'a contention and those of 
ollicr theorists arc, therefore, rednoed to m 
absurdity, for if what thi y hold is true, 
salmon would long ere this have deserted 



the Eraser in disgust, or they would have 
been exterminated. But they arc as num- 
erous there now as ever tliev were. 



' ABOUT MILLIONAIRES. 

Tho Now York Tribune liaa diacovercd 
tliat thoro aro 4,201 millionaires iu tho 
Uuited States. Now York City has tho 
greatest number. It can boast of 1,275. 
Tho state of New York cornea next ; ita 
share ia -I'JS. rcnnsylvania has liOO, lUinoia 
:un, Massachusetts 'Jol), Ohio 17-1, Cali- 
fornia 1G2, New .lersey 127, Michigan 101. 
These millionairea have not all been the 
arcliitecta of their own fortunes. Many of 
them have inherited their money and have 
increased their inheritances. The heirs of 
many millionairea have become millionaires. 
The art of making money and keeping 
money appears to be bercditarj' on this 
side of the Atlantic. Some of the largest 
fortunes have been niado by the acquisition 
of real estate. A good many railroad men 
have become millionairo8,and manufaoturors 
have alao succeeded in hoixping up riehes, 
but there aro fewer millionairea who have 
made their nionuy by trade and cominerco 
lliiin might be expected. The patent medi- 
cine iuduatiy has made at least ono million- 
aire, James C. Ayer, and bis heirs, three iu 
number, havo also become millionaires. Tho 
work of milking inillionairos is still going 
on in the United Slates and it is said that 
at the ratu at which they are increaaing 
there will soon bo more men of largo means 
in tho United States than there are in the 
whole of Europe.

Mr, John Aitken, J^I.IC, a mineral and 
mining expert of some 35 yeftia' experience, 
has just returned from a trip to the Sooke 
iron lieds, und was yesterday seen by u 
Colonist rcpresentntive. lie ciinio to tliis 
country in the interest of u Scotch syndi- 
cate, who arc anxious to deal in iron ore of 
a high grade, and in quest of the desired 
uirticlo Mr. Aitken lias travelled widely 
over the aiining regions of South America. 

" I was alinoat deterred from coining up 
hero," said he to the Colonist rcproseiila. 
live, '■ in conse(|ueneu of the iicouiiiita I had 
hoard of tiie |,laco. 1 was told that it was 
a region of almost perpetual snow and ice, — 
beara, walru.-sus, seala, IiKliaiia, uiul all llial 
class of iulialiitants. In tin' i xpoail ioiia 
down tliero they an; accusloinud lo tee 
walruss and other tusks on e Jiiliiuon, to- 
gether with Indian curios, ami the opinimis 
thoy form of the countrj' and it.-i eliiu tie are 
peculiar. 1 was, however, forliinate enough 

■ to ineet with a couple ot gentlemen will) had 
been here, and, from what they tohl me, 

• and from my own studies as to the geo- 
graphical position of the lalaud, I resolved 
to visit the phiee." 

"And what do you thiuU of it'.'" was 
asked. 

"It is a grand country, " promptly re- 
plied Mr. Aitken, "1 have been here for 
about eight weeks, and from what 1 have 
seen of the Island, I am convinced that 
there is a great future in store for it. Your 
olimate is good, your geographical position 
UDsurpMsed for trade, and your mineral 
and fishery resoaroea immense. I have just 
been looking at Borae''of your iron desalts, 
and they are as rich as 1 have ever seen. I 
have brought down somo samples with me, 
and although they have not as yet been 
assayed, I bulieve that they will run from 
CO to OS per cent iron. And there seeniH to 
be an uiiliniited c(uaiitity of it tliere. I'roiii 
the base of the iiinuntaiu we went to an 
altitute of -lOO or oUd feet, and along the 
wiiole way ricdi ore visible. These are 

merely cropping^ taken here and there, but 
the oxiiles appearing on the surface proves 
the ore to be of great purity. 'J'here are sunie 
eight or ten st earners en g:igedia .San Mich(j!as, 
carrying ore from the lamoua Hilbao uiiiiea, 
in Spain. These ores cirry about T."> per 
cent, iron, and are, perhaps, the purest in 
the world. They are iistd mainly in the 
Bessemer process of rrealing irou— for udx- 
inp with ores of an inferior grade. I have 
had some 35 years' ''xp -ricnce, and the ore 
I have Been on tlua i=land is uljout the best 
I have seen, exce[)t the IJilbao stult'. " 

"I suppose there is a good market for it," 
suggested the Colonist man. 

"Oh, yes," replied Mr. Aitken. "There 
is market for all that can he produced. 
And you have good coal hero, too, I under- 
~ stand. With coal and iron and your facili- 
ties for shipment or manufacture, this 
island ought to .become a second England. 
' It is about the same size, and to what does 
England owe her greatness, if not to her 
coal and iron? I think you are even more 
favorably situated here. You have the 
open seacoast, an immense market to the 
south of you, and that great trade 
openirg up with tho Orient. It 
is only a matter of time, 
when this Island will become a great place, 
if there is only the energy to push it for- 
ward. Tliere are millions of pounds in Eng- 
land awaiting safe investments. There 
they .sometimes can't get more than 
one per cent. for it, and capital- 
ists are only too anxious to 
invest in unolhing that will pay. Hut it 
must be a good, honest business — 
faithfully conceived and honestly carried 
out. I cannot understand why it is that so 
much English capital goes to foreign coun- 
tries when there are such rich lielda for in- 
vestment in Britain's own colonies — where 
the people are governed by the same just 
laws, and speak tho same language. 
I am afraid there is a little 
too much of the dog in the 
manager about some people. They liave a 
good thing undeveloped, and they wont 
■work it themselves or give others a fair 
chance of working it for them. This should 
not be. It is enough to retard the progress 
of any country. You have great mineral 
i:we'aUh on thia island and plenty of English 

■ capital can be had to work it. When I get 
home I shall report the result of my ob- 
servations hero, and you will hear further 
about it. There will be no dii&oulty in in- 
teresting capitalists to work such mineral 
properties as you have here." 

Mr. Aitkin expects to leave for England 
on the 19th inst., going overland, and will 
break his journey at Ivamloupa and other 
' places along the line.

London, June 15. — The fixing of June 

'28th as the day for tho dissolution of Par- 
liament looks liko an urtful dodge on the 
part of .'.lio Cousorvatives to gain au advan- 
tage over their opponents by preventing 
any borougl^ elections from being hold ou a 
Saturday. The Liberals have been afraid 
of such ah occurence' and hare for .weeks 
been urging, through their organs, tho in- 
justica of virtually disfraiicliising numbers 
of workmen, who are mainly Liberals. 
Thousunds of workingraen cannot vote at 
all, unless they do it on a Saturday, 
and, in aililition to those who wdl 
be iliafranchised, there arc many 
who will luive their votes crowded 
out in another way, when an election falls 
on any oilier day than a Saturday. 'I'lie 
worlciiigmen must wait until ai.x or eight 
o'clock in llie evenini^ before they can gel to 
the i):ills. 'I'lie h.illiJiing machinery is ufien 
too s^ow in operation to kce|) pace with the 
numl);:r of voters (illering ilieinselves and, 
as a ciiiiK('c|inM\ee, sonio votc^ fail to be re- 
corded in teason. All this tells more .se- 
verely against liie Liberals titan against the 
Tories. Moat of the borough nomiiuUiona 
will be made on .July t!iui. U'he 
earliest legal borough polling day 
h July Olli. The earliasl coun- 
ty polling chiy is .luly oth aiul tho 
latest ,luly 1,'itli. Il is e.xpceled that the 
elections in Ii ehiiid will be the most lurlni- 
lent for a century past. The police, it is 
alleged by the Liber.dj, have received se- 
cret orders to help tho Government candi- 
dates wherever tliey have any standing as 
much as possible, but to preserve an abso- 
lute neutrality where tho only canilitlatca 
are representatives of tho warring Irish fac- 
tions. These orders will probably be in- 
terpreted to mean in the latter cose: "Let 
them fight it out!" The result can be im- 
agined. At the anti-Parnellite meeting in 
Dublin to-day there was much virtuous de- 
nunciation of Tim Harrington. Michael 
Davitt bitterly scored llLirrington 
for having incited lii.s comrades to violence 
ill the coming campaign, by advising them 
not to lose a chance to break a Juatiiiian 
head. IXivitt declares tliat he was oppoaed 
to all violence. Noverthelesa ho did not 
[iroposo to subinit t.inu ly to violence from 
others. ITe and his fellow MeCarlhj'itcs 
were tired of meekly enduring tlireats of 
outrage from Harrington's friends. They 
had borne insults and threats long enough, 
and he warned the countiy that any one 
striking him would regret the action. Ife 
knew how to defend himself. Both aides 
have thus declared war, and a series of Kil- 
kenny rows seems inevitable. 

BIG BRIDaE DISASTER. 

Forty Workmen Drowned by an Accident to a 
Bridge In Process of Construction. 

Cincinnati, Juno l'>. — A fearful disaster 
occurred, this morning, in the falling of the 
false work of the bridge being built over 
Licking river to connect Covington and 
Newport, carrying with it over forty work- 
men. Nearly all were drowned. The false 
work was erected by Baird Bros., of Pilla- 
burg. Both Andrew and Albert Baird, llie 
contractors, are among the dead. The iron 
beams for the floor were being placed when 
the weight caused the false work to give way. 
The construction of the bridge was begun 
last fall, and is intended for foot pasaen- 
gera and street railway tratlic. Two piers 
have been comf leted and the work of ti.xing 
heavy pieces of iron in place had begun. A 
track from tho Newport aide had been run 
out on the first pier. The false work was 
run up fifty feet from the water, but not a 
stick of false work from pier to pier 
remains, and immediately after the crash 
came the river was filled with timbers 
and iron work, and with scores of men 
struggling for life. Hundreds of people 
quickly gathered on both banks of the river. 
'I'ho scene was a horrible one. The air was 
filled with the shrieks of tho injured anc' 
dying. Those who could free thenLSelves 
from the tangled network of timbers, .strug- 
gled to the surface o{ the water, but one 
after another gave up and sank in the water. 
Though tho banks weie crowded, mt a 
soul could go to tho rescue of tho unfortun- 
ate men, in consequence of the tangled con- 
dition of the wrecked timbers. Among the 
first to be taken .out waa one of. the Bairds. 
I f is body was in a terrible ooodilion. All 
of thi! dead bodies presented a horrible ap- 
pe ar.inee. A number are missing, and are 
supposed to be under tho wreckage at the 
bottom of the rivar.

A Miner Confesses ThtU He Citiiscil It by I'ir- 
llifi I he Mine. 

Vienna, June 13.— A miner named Ilav- 
clka, has confessed that ho caused the lire 
in tlie Przibrani mines. His two brothers 
were among tho dead. Ho says that Iio in- 
touded to keep liis secret, but his resolution 
beg.in to fail liim. After he saw the acoros 
of dead liodiea brotifht up from the ])it, be 
ran away to the bills to encapc the associa- 
tion.s wliicli constantly remiiidial him (i[ the 
t(U'rilile slaughter. He got a place in a 
factory at lieraum eventually, but after re- 
maining there a few day.s, was unalile to 
keep his altenlion to work longer, and 
started (lilt again on Ilia wandei'iiiL;H. lie 
couhl not sleep, and he could not beg enough 
food to satisfy his hunger. Ho feared that ho 
would go crazy if lie diil not relievo liis 
riiiiul. He Iherefoie went to a pricat in 
Milan two dfcys ago and confessed what bo 
had done. The priest told, him ]><■ 
must return at once to Przibram and tell 
his story. He is under arrest. Tho po- 
lice think that Havolka is on tlio verge of 
ii.aanily, if not already insane, and will 
h.tve him exandued by experts. The 
miner's story of tho firing at the. mino is 
inoolierent. Ho at first said that during 
the change of shifts ho poured ])otroleuni 
on the wood work tiiid unbsciiuentl j' set 
lire to it. He then was appalled liy what 
he bad done and tried to e.xliiiguish 
the lire, but it wa.s too late and 
s»j he ran for his lif.?. Afterwards 
ilavelka corrected this ver.sioii of tho all'air 
so as to give the idea that he aeeiileiilally 
dropped a match in a pile of refn.oc and 
when he could not extinguiah tho Humes 
fled, lest he should bo apprehended in the 
vicinity and accused of iiiceudiaryism. His 
lirst story is believed to be tho corro:;t one. 
lie has heen unruly ever since he was en- 
gaged to work in the mine, thro years ago. 
lie had several fights with his superiora, 
and two weeks before the Ore was threat- 
ened with discharge in ease ho did not re- 
form. He formerly was a member of an
